Sir  and  Dear  Brother  : 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  Beport  of  the  Councils 
and  Conferences  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paid,  within 
the  Circumscription  of  this  Council,  for  the  year  1882. 

Our  Beport  for  1881  was  dated  on  the  12tli  day  of  May,  1882, 
and  the  fact  that  this  report  is  dated  twenty-one  days  earlier 
is  to  be  attributed,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  effect  produced  by 
an  extract  from  your  letter  of  August  19,  1882,  which  we  pub¬ 
lished  in  our  last  annual  circular  to  Councils  and  Conferences. 
There  is,  however,  much  room  for  improvement.  There  is  no 
reason  why  our  report  should  not  have  been  in  the  hands  of 
the  printer  by  the  first  day  of  last  March,  and  that  such  was 
not  the  case  is  due  to  the  needless  dilatoriness  of  some  of  the 
Councils  and  Conferences.  We  have  not  mentioned  them,  by 
name,  heretofore,  and  we  trust  that,  next  year,  there  will  be 
such  an  improvement  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  us  to 
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consider,  as  we  sometimes  have  done,  whether  or  not  it  would 
be  advisable  to  name,  year  by  year,  the  Councils  and  Confer¬ 
ences  which  cause  delay. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  (251)  Conferences  are  named  in 
this  report.  Of  this  number,  two  hundred  and  four  (204)  are 
united  by  Particular  Councils,  and  forty-seven  (47)  are  Isolated 
Conferences.

The  tables,  which  we  annex,  include  the  reports  from  two 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  (239)  Conferences.  Last  year  two 
hundred  and  thirty  (230)  reported.  Of  the  Conferences,  which 
have  not  reported,  six  (6)  are  united  by  Particular  Councils, 
and  six  (6)  are  Isolated. 

During  the  year  1882  the  Particular  Council  of  Cohoes, 
N,  Y.,  was  instituted,  and  nine  (9)  Conferences  were  aggre¬ 
gated.  They  are  as  follows  :  St.  Dominic ,  Portland,  Maine ; 
Immaculate  Conception  (known,  before  aggregation,  as  St.  Aloy- 
sius)  Fall  River,  Massachusetts  ;  St.  Joseph  and  St.  Agnes ,  now 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Cohoes, 
New  York ;  St.  Monica  and  St.  Alphonsus ,  within  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Particular  Council  of  New  York,  New  York;  and 
The  Annunciation ,  St.  Pius  and  St.  Gabriel,  within  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

Eight  Conferences  make  their  first  reports:  St.  Ann,  Wor¬ 
cester,  Massachusetts;  Immaculate  Conception ,  Providence,, 
Rhode  Island  ;  St.  Alphonsus  and  St.  Cecilia,  City  of  New  York, 
New  York  ;  Corpus  Christi  and  St.  Ann,  Baltimore,  Maryland  ; 
Immaculate  Conception ,  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  Holy  Name, 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  names  of  six  Conferences  have  been  omitted  in  this 
report:  St.  Peter,  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York;  St.  Dominic , 
Washington,  D.  C.;  St.  Bridget,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania;  St. 
Francis  Xavier,  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ;  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio  ;  and  St.  Joseph,  Waterloo,  near  Dubuque,  Iowa. 
These  Conferences  have  not  reported  for  several  years.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  returns  do  not  differ  materially  from  those  of  1881. 
The  reports  of  the  twenty-eight  Conferences  of  Boston  include 
the  works  of  fifteen  months,  ending  December  31,  1882.  The 
decrease  in  the  number  of  boys  attending  Sunday  Schools  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  twenty-six  Conferences  of  Philadelphia 
return  merely  the  number  of  boys  taught  by  members  instead 
of  the  number  of  boys  attending,  the  result  of  which  is  that 
they  return  839  boys  taught  in  1882  against  8,605  boys  attending 
in  1881.

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There  was  nothing  exceptional  in  the  condition  of  public 
affairs,  such  as  trade,  commerce,  prices,  employment  and  the 
like,  to  be  noted.  Many  of  the  Conferences  report  that  they 
have  but  few  poor,  and  that  the  poor  often  consist  of  widows 
with  large  families  of  young  and  helpless  children.  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  number  of  able-bodied  men  in  good 
health,  who  have  been  assisted,  was  very  small,  and,  possibly, 
we  may  think  it  well  to  ask  for  specific  returns  upon  this  point 
in  future  reports. 

Certain  causes  are  working  from  year  to  year  to  withdraw 
from  the  Society  many  persons  who  were  formerly  its  bene¬ 
ficiaries.  We  refer  to  the  organization  of  hospitals,  asylums, 
refuges,  reformatories  and  similar  institutions,  founded  and 
conducted  under  Catholic  patronage,  which  care  for  certain 
classes  of  the  poor  ;  those  very  old  or  very  young,  or  those 
afflicted  with  diseases  requiring  special  treatment.  Not  a  year 
passes  that  mention  is  not  made  of  the  organization  of  some 
such  institution,  and  the  result  is  that  persons,  who  formerly 
remained  upon  the  relief  rolls  of  the  Conferences,  are  now  trans¬ 
ferred  to  some  institution  specially  suited  to  them.  In  fact, 
our  members,  in  their  rounds  among  the  poor,  often  act  merely 
as  committees  of  inquiry  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  per¬ 
sons  who  are  in  want  or  afflicted  with  diseases  which  require 
other  treatment  than  can  be  had  in  their  own  dwellings.  This 
circumstance  is  full  of  significance.  It  shows  that,  while  Cath¬ 
olic  charity  is  ever  active,  and  works,  from  year  to  year,  with 
more  efficiency,  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  has  not 
now  the  field  which  was  formerly  almost  exclusively  its  own. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  if,  unfortunately,  there  should  be 
a  year  of  short  crops,  of  “  hard  times,”  of  want  of  employment, 
or  of  unusual  sickness,  the  members  of  the  society  would 
meet  all  demands,  and  that  their  liber alitv  and  that  of  their 
friends  would  furnish  ample  means.  But  the  question  arises, 
to  what  new  duties  shall  members,  at  this  time  and  under 
existing  circumstances,  devote  themselves  ?  Whatever  they 
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may  be,  they  cannot  well  be  of  the  class  which  can  be  reported 
in  figures  in  our  Statistical  Tables.  The  subject  is  one  which 
is  well  worthy  of  careful  consideration. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  Conferences,  which,  as 
mentioned  in  our  report  for  1881,  had  adopted  constitutions 
and  by-laws,  have  rescinded  their  action,  and,  for  this  result,  we 
are,  in  a  measure,  again  indebted  to  your  letter  of  August  19, 
1882. 


THE  EULES  AND  NOTES  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  form,  in  which  the  Eules  and  Notes  of  the  Society  have 
been  heretofore  printed  and  distributed  within  the  Circum¬ 
scription  of  this  Council,  was  quite  defective.  The  book 
was,  in  fact,  two  books  bound  as  one.  The  paging  was  not 
consecutive,  some  parts  were  repeated,  two  Briefs  were  not 
mentioned,  and  the  index,  which  was  very  meagre,  referred  to 
the  latter  part  of  the  book.  The  Council,  seeing  the  evil,  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  new  publication  of  the  Eules 
and  Notes.  The  results  of  their  labors  were  submitted  to  the 
Spiritual  Director  of  the  Council,  who,  after  suggesting  slight 
modifications,  gave  his  approval ;  electrotype  plates  were  pre¬ 
pared,  and  the  book  now  consists  of  166  pages,  numbered  con¬ 
secutively.  The  references  are  to  the  Manual,  in  English,  of 
1877,  and  the  principal  contents  are  :  The  Introduction  to  the 
Eules,  first  published  in  December,  1835  ;  The  Eules,  without 
Notes  ;  The  Prayers  of  the  Society ;  The  Brief  of  Jan.  10, 
1845  in  full^  and  the  substance  of  the  five  subsequent  Briefs  ; 
Beferences  concerning  Indulgences  from  the  Manual ;  The 
Eules  with  Explanatory  Notes  from  the  Manual ;  The  Begu- 
lations  for  the  Upper  Councils,  and  an  Index  as  full  and  accu¬ 
rate  as,  on  a  first  effort,  could  well  be  made.  It  is  agreeable 
for  us  to  state  that  there  has  been  an  active  demand  for 
copies  of  the  new  publication,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that  the 
results  will  be  a  better  understanding  and  a  more  faithful 
application  of  the  Eules  of  the  Society  than  have  heretofore 
existed. 
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THE  LOCAL  WOBKS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

Under  this  head  we,  as  usual,  state  aggregate  results,  and 
call  attention  to  such  salient  features  in  the  wTorks  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  as  seem  to  require  comment,  or  to  possess  special  in¬ 
terest. 

BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  report  of  the  Particular  Council  of  this  City  included 
the  returns  of  27  Conferences.  Since  its  receipt  the  remain¬ 
ing  Conference  has  made  its  report.  Making  the  necessary 
additions  for  this  Conference  we  copy  from  the  report  of  the 
Council  as  follows : 

The  present  report,  which  we  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting,  is  made  up  for 
the  fifteen  months  ending  December  31,  1882. 

For  some  years  past  the  report  has  been  closed  September  30th,  but  as  it  was 
not  in  conformity  with  those  of  other  conferences  in  other  parts  of  the  country, 
and  as  the  object  in  view  in  so  doing  was  not  attained,  it  has  been  thought  best 
to  hereafter  conform  to  the  practice  elsewhere. 

A  comparison  with  the  returns  in  the  last  report  may  be  made  by  the  brief 
summary  below,  the  explanation  following  showing  where  an  increase  was  made 


by  the  additional  quarter.

For  the  last  quarter  of  1882  the  returns  were  as  follows  : 

Families  added  to  the  relief  roll,  354,  consisting  of  1,201  persons  ;  visits  made, 
3,500  ;  receipts,  $6,806  ;  expenditures,  $4,766.  It  will  be  seen  by  this  that  there 
was  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  families  relieved,  visits  made,  and  amount 
expended,  and  a  small  increase  in  the  receipts. 

At  the  date  of  closing,  reports  for  the  last  quarter  had  not  been  received  from 
the  Conferences  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  St.  Joseph’s  (Medford),  and  the  Star  of  the 
Sea. 

*  *  *  *  *  *  * 

The  attendance  at  Council  Meetings  is  not  up  to  that  of  last  year,  the  average 
being  only  thirty-five  per  cent.  The  numbers  in  the  upper  line,  in  the  table

below,  refer  to  the  Conferences,  by  their  numbers  ;  those  in  the  second  line  give 
the  number  of  times  each  Conference  has  been  represented  in  fifteen  months. 


In  the  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  falling  off  in  attendance  at  the 
quarterly  Masses  and  General  Meetings,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  no 
improvement  can  be  noted.  The  number  present  on  these  occasions  barely 
reaches  a  hundred. 

The  reports  from  the  conferences  are  not  entirely  devoid  of  interesting  details 
of  the  work  ;  but  nothing  is  reported  which  is  not  common  to  any  or  all.  One 
matter  is  called  to  our  attention  by  St.  Stephen’s,  which  might  be  adopted  with 
advantage  by  others.  They  insist  upon  the  poor  keeping  their  homes  clean,  and 
it  is  one  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  relief  is  given,  after  the  first  visit. 

Tlie  Particular  Council  received  $271.68  and  expended 
$392.72. 

We  regret  to  see  that  the  efforts  of  the  President  of  the 
Council  have  not  resulted  in  a  better  attendance  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Council,  at  the  quarterly  Masses  and  the  General 
Meetings.  The  Conferences,  generally,  are  in  a  good  condition, 
and  they  uniformly  show  a  very  high  average  attendance  of 
members  at  their  weekly  meetings,  and,  taking  these  facts  into 
consideration,  we  cannot  believe  that  the  other  duties,  so  im¬ 
portant,  are  not  appreciated.  We  would  prefer  to  suppose  that 
the  Conferences  are  widely  separated,  and  that  members  can¬ 
not  readily  attend  the  quarterly  Masses  and  General  Meetings. 
But,  efforts  should  be  made  to  overcome  these  difficulties,  and, 
certainly,  the  representatives  of  Conferences  should  endeavor 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Council.  Some  Conferences 
were  well  represented;  others  never  sent  any  one  to  speak  or 
act  for  them. 

While  we  unite  with  the  President  of  the  Council  in  allud¬ 
ing  to  defects,  we  are  the  more  ready  to  state  that  the  Con¬ 
ferences  of  Boston  maintain,  as  heretofore,  a  high  position 
among  all  those  which  are  named  in  this  report. 
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Tlie  fact  that  the  reports  from  Boston  include  the  returns  for 
fifteen  months  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  studying 
our  general  returns  for  the  year  1882. 


PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

St.  Marys  Conference  fails  to  report.  The  Conference  of  S  S. 
Peter  and  Paul ,  which  was  missing  in  1881,  has  sent  a  report 
and  the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  makes  its  first 
appearance.  We,  therefore,  have  eight  reports. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

The  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council  have  been  well  attended,  the  average 
attendance  being  six  Conferences,  while  the  General  Meetings  have  greatly  im¬ 
proved  in  numbers. 

The  increase  in  membership  is  the  more  valuable  from  the  fact  that  a  large 
proportion  are  young  men,  and  the  changes  in  the  Council  are  in  the  same  di¬ 
rection. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged  Poor,  under  the  care  of 
the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  the  works  of  the  Conferences  have  been  mainly 
directed  to  the  relief  of  women  with  children  dependent  on  them,  and  in  many 
cases  we  find  that  the  mothers  are  able  to  earn  sufficient  for  about  eight  months 
in  the  year,  but  need  assistance  during  the  four  months  of  winter. 

The  Conferences  received  from  tlie  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  for 
distribution,  cash,  coal,  boots,  shoes  and  burial  expenses,  to 
the  amount  of  $826.67.  Some  of  the  Conferences  were  par¬ 
ticularly  favored,  but,  as  we  suppose  that  the  Overseer  was  in¬ 
fluenced  solely  by  the  wants  of  the  poor,  as  being  more  num¬ 
erous  in  certain  parts  of  the  city  than  in  others,  we  do  not 
name  those  which  received  special  aid  in  this  respect.  Some 
of  the  Conferences  mention  this  assistance  in  their  Treasurers’ 
Reports  ;  others  mention  it  in  the  form  of  foot  notes.  Had  all 
pursued  the  former  course  the  aggregate  receipts,  stated  in  our 
report,  would  have  been  several  hundred  dollars  greater  than 
are  therein  set  forth. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Council  were  $47.64 
and  $55.23. 
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NEW  HAVEN,  CONNECTICUT. 

There  is  a  small  decrease  in  the  membership  and  ordinary 
works  of  Societ}T  in  this  city,  but  we  do  not  doubt  that  all  the 
wants  of  the  poor  have  been  faithfully  met,  and  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  would  cheerfully  do  more  work  if  it  were  placed  before 
them.  There  was  a  very  creditable  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Council  and  the  General  Meetings,  and  it  is  clear  that  the 
Council  serves  to  concentrate  the  action  of  the  several  Con¬ 
ferences  in  this  city,  portions  of  which  are  suburban  and  widely 
separated  from  a  common  centre. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  : 

I  have  hut  little  to  say  of  outside  works.  A  few  years  since  the  Council  es¬ 
tablished  a  system  of  taking  contributions  for  the  St.  Francis’s  Orphan  Asylum, 
about  Thanksgiving  time,  by  sending  out  a  committee  to  call  upon  all  who  wished 
to  give,  both  Protestants  and  Catholics,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  our  success 
this  year  has  been  much  greater  than  ever  before,  as  we  collected  about  $3,600.00 
in  cash,  in  addition  to  a  large  quantity  of  provisions,  clothing,  Ac.,  amounting 
in  value  to  one-half  of  that  sum. 

We  also  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  privilege  of  having  Mass  celebrated  at  the 
jail  and  Alms  House  every  Sunday  morning.  *  *  *  A  prisoner 

at  the  jail,  who  was  condemned  to  be  hanged  for  murder,  truly  repented  and  died 
strong  in  the  Catholic  faith. 

The  Council  lias  no  Special  Works.  Its  receipts  were  $5.21 
and  its  disbursements  were  $19.00,  including  the  purchase  of 
an  alb  for  the  services  in  the  Alms  House  and  the  Jail. 


The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  celebrates  its  anniversary 
by  a  social  meeting,  which  is  attended  by  the  Spiritual  Direc¬ 
tor,  the  other  Clergy  of  the  Parish,  and  by  the  members  and 
their  families.  A  supper  is  provided  and  there  are  musical  and 
other  entertainments.  By  means  of  these  meetings  new  mem¬ 
bers  have  been  obtained  and  the  entertainments  are  enjoyed  by 
all. 


TROY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  not  received  any  returns  from  the  Council  of  this 
city.  There  are  reports  from  all  the  Conferences,  nine  in 
number,  which  are  now  united  by  this  Council,  and  we  are 
much  indebted,  for  these  full  returns,  to  those  who  have  exerted 
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themselves  to  procure  them  for  us.  With  one  exception  the 
Conferences  present  their  statistics  without  a  word  by  way  of 
remark,  and  to  these  statistics  we  must  refer.  The  President 
of  St.  Mary's  Conference  writes,  substantially,  as  follows  : 

The  Auxiliary  Society,  “  The  Ladies  of  Charity  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,”  are 
doing  a  great  work  this  winter.  They  meet  once  every  week  and  make 
and  repair  clothing  for  both  old  and  young.  They  have  made  and  repaired,  so 
far  this  winter,  over  two  hundred  articles  of  clothing,  including  bedding,  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  which  are  distributed  by  the  Conference  to  the  worthy  poor 
of  the  Parish  in  a  judicious  and  charitable  manner,  and  thereby  those  children 
are  put  in  a  proper  condition  to  enable  them  to  attend  school  and  perform  their 
religious  duties.  We  have  met  during  the  winter  a  few  very  reckless  families, 
living  in  the  greatest  poverty  and  misery,  which  were  brought  on  by  drunken¬ 
ness  and  debauchery.  Nevertheless,  we  took  hold  of  them,  relieved  them,  and 
reformed  them  by  inducing  them  to  join  the  temperance  society  and  to  attend 
to  their  religious  duties.  We  clothed  them  and  procured  them  employment 
and  now  they  are  living  comfortably,  have  given  up  their  evil  habits,  attend 
church,  and  are  bringing  up  their  children  well  and  can  maintain  their  families 
without  further  aid.  Moreover,  their  little  homes,  which  were  once  dirty  and  in 
disorder,  are  now  neat  and  clean. 

COHOES,  NEW  YORK. 

Colioes  is  situated  at  and  near  the  Falls  of  the  Mohawk 
River,  the  principal  branch  of  the  Hudson  River,  and  is  an 
important  manufacturing  city.  The  four  Conferences  of  this 
city  were  formerly  united  to  the  Particular  Council  of  Troy, 
but  are  now  united  by  the  Council  of  Cohoes,  which  was  in¬ 
stituted  in  October,  1882. 

The  officers  of  the  Council  manifest  a  good  spirit,  the  three 
Conferences,  which  send  their  reports,  are  well  organized  and 
active,  and  we  have  reason  to  entertain  warm  hopes  for 
the  Society  in  this  city.  For  causes,  which  are  supposed  to 
be  temporary,  St.  Peter's  Conference  has  not  sent  a  report,  but 
we  are  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Conncil  .that  it  has 
been  reorganized  and  that  a  report  for  the  present  year  may 
be  expected. 

SYRACUSE,  NEW  YORK. 

In  a  letter,  accompanying  the  reports  of  the  three  Con¬ 
ferences,  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  of 
this  city,  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 
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"While  the  wants  of  our  poor  have  not  been  so  great  as  usual,  owing  to  a  greater 
demand  for  labor  and  a  prosperous  condition  of  business  in  general,  the  most  of 
our  members  have  been  actively  interested  in  good  works.  The  Hospital  and 
Orphan  Asylums  look  to  our  Society  for  encouragement,  and,  though  our  mem¬ 
bers  are  generally  poor  men,  many  of  them  with  large  dependent  families,  it  is 
surprising  how  much  organized  effort  has  accomplished.  The  home  for  orphan 
boys  is  directly  under  the  patronage  of  this  Council,  and,  while  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  do  the  good  work,  they  are  pleased  to  permit  the  Council  to  advise  and 
co-operate  with  them.  The  title  to  the  House  of  Providence  is  still  vested  in  the 
•Council.  The  establishment  consists  of  a  large  building  on  a  farm  of  sixty  acres, 
about  a  mile  from  the  city.  The  Sisters  devote  a  portion  of  it  to  a  home  for  old 
and  incurable  indigent  persons.  You  can  understand  what  a  consolation  it  is  to 
the  members  of  the  Conferences  to  have  an  asylum  for  the  good  poor,  when  their 
condition  becomes  such  that  the  resources  of  the  Society  are  insufficient  for  their 
increasing  infirmities,  and  to  be  spared  the  mortification  of  sending  them  to  the 
public  Alms  House. 

The  Annual  Report  of  tlie  House  of  Providence,  rendered 
to  the  Council  of  Syracuse,  was  enclosed  by  the  Secretary.  It 
shows  that  82  boys  and  28  adults  were  in  the  institution.  It 
is  gratifying  to  notice  that  the  Sisters,  while  caring  for  the  in¬ 
mates,  were  able  to  reduce  their  indebtedness.

ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  reports  from  the  Council  and  seven  Conferences  of 
this  city.  The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $110.73,  and  its 
disbursements  $55.95.  The  average  attendance  at  the  Council 
Meetings  was  twelve  persons,  that  is,  nearly  two  representatives 
for  each  Conference,  and  about  seven-eights  of  the  members 
were  present,  on  an  average,  at  the  Communion  Masses  and 
General  Meetings.  In  these  respects  the  Society  in  Albany 
furnishes  an  example  which  may  well  be  followed  by  all. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  : 

It  will  be  noticed  that  our  receipts  and  expenditures  are  not  so  great  as  in 
former  years.  Yet  all  calls  upon  the  Society  have  received  attention.  Employ¬ 
ment  was  better  than  usual  during  the  past  winter,  which  fact  accounts,  in  part, 
for  fewer  calls.  Further  than  this,  our  Conferences  have  been  relieved  of  many 
old  people  by  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  who  have  provided  a  home  for  that 
<;lass.  In  addition  to  the  relief  mentioned  in  the  reports,  the  Conferences  have 
provided  (by  appeals  to  the  congregations)  clothing  and  bedding  during  the 
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winter  for  those  who  needed  such  articles,  and,  also,  food  in  various  forms,  as  a 
special  Christmas  gift.  In  some  Parishes  auxiliary  societies  of  ladies  visit  many 
families  where  aid  for  females  Is  required.  They  provide  their  own  funds,  but 
work,  in  a  measure,  in  connection  with  the  Conferences. 

Our  Special  Works,  such  as  Suburban  Sunday  Schools,  and  those  in  the 
Prisons,  Hospitals,  and  the  Alms  Houses  receive  the  usual  attention.  In  the 
Penitentiary  the  Franciscan  Fathers  celebrate  Mass  and  administer  the  Sacra¬ 
ments  on  stated  Sundays  and  visit  frequently  on  week  days.  Some  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  attend  the  institution  every  Sunday,  teach  catechism,  read  and  distribute 
prayer  books,  catechisms  and  such  suitable  reading  matter  as  we  can  procure, 
with,  as  I  believe,  most  excellent  results. 

I  am  satisfied  that,  if  this  work  should  be  faithfully  carried  out  in  prisons  and  re¬ 
formatories  generally,  the  result  would  be  beneficial,  not  only  to  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  classes  confined  in  them,  but  as  an  aid  to  the  officers  in  maintaining  disci¬ 
pline  in  the  various  departments.  I  was  informed  by  the  late  former  Governor 
of  our  Penitentiary  that  this  work  had  had  the  effect  of  making  prisoners  more 
tractable  and  easy  to  manage.  He  had  been,  for  many  years,  opposed  to  allow¬ 
ing  Catholic  service  in  the  prison  on  the  supposed  ground  of  its  interfering  with 
discipline  and  favoring  sectarianism,  but  said  that  he  was  led  to  the  views  after¬ 
wards  entertained  by  him  from  his  examination  of  prisons  in  Europe  on  the 
occasion  of  a  visit  to  attend  a  Prison  Congress.  He  spoke  to  me  of  a  prison  in 
France  in  which  there  were  but  two  Protestant  prisoners,  all  the  others  being 
Catholics,  and  yet  there  was  a  Protestant  as  well  as  Catholic  Chaplain,  both  of 
whom  were  paid  by  the  Government.  Such,  also,  was  the  testimony  of  his  suc¬ 
cessor,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  opinion  of  the  present  incumbent,  if  it  were 
asked,  would  be  to  the  same  effect.  Mass  is  celebrated  in  the  Alms  House  every 
Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  it  is  visited  by  our  members.  They  also  visit  the 
Charity  Hospital  and  City  Prison. 

Tlie  President  of  the  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  writes  : 

In  twenty-seven  years  we  had  not  so  small  a  number  on  our  Relief  Roll  as  we 
have  this  winter.  The  summer  was  a  good  one,  and  all  who  were  willing  to- 
work  could  obtain  work  this  winter. 

The  Conference  of  the  Assumption  reports  that  a  person,  who 
had  not  received  Holy  Communion  since  his  first  communion, 
fifty  years  before,  was  visited  and  assisted  by  the  members 
nearly  every  day  for  four  weeks  previous  to  his  death,  and  re¬ 
ceived  Communion  twice  and  the  last  Sacrament  of  the 
Church.

The  Conferences  of  St.  Alphonsns  and  of  St.  Cecilia  make 


their  first  reports.  The  average  attendance  of  members  at 
Conference  meetings  was  neaily  70  per  cent.  We  think  it  due 
to  the  Council  and  Conferences  of  New  York  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that,  though  their  membership  is  but  about  one- 
fiftli  of  that  of  the  Circumscription,  their  contributions 
to  this  Council,  for  the  common  expenses,  amounted 
to  over  one-lialf  of  the  entire  sum  contributed.  There  are 
reasons  why  they  should  contribute  beyond  their  numerical 
proportion,  but  the  difference  should  not  be  so  great  as  it  is.

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  makes  comments  in  a  letter, 
which  accompanies  the  details  of  the  works  performed  by  the 
forty-five  Conferences,  upon  certain  points  wherein  the  Society 
falls  short  of  the  standard  which  it  should  endeavor  to  attain 
and  preserve,  and,  for  the  reasons  that  the  comments  are  appli¬ 
cable  to  other  Conferences  than  those  of  New  York,  we  think 
it  well  to  repeat  what  he  says.  He  writes  : 

Unfortunately,  the  members  who  are  marked  as  “  resigned,”  or  “dropped 
from  the  rolls,*’  are,  in  most  cases,  those  wrlio  have  been  lately  admitted.  Why 
they  wrere  proposed  and  accepted  without  having  any  desire  to  participate  in  the 
works  of  the  Society  is  a  question  which  this  Council  considers  of  the  first  im¬ 
portance.  It  may  be  that  the  persons  proposing  have  not  fully  complied  with 
the  rules  for  their  guidance  in  such  cases,  or  that  the  Presidents  of  Conferences 
have  failed  to  impress  upon  them  the  necessity  of  complying  with  these  rules. 
The  absence  of  newly  admitted  members,  at  the  General  Meeting  next  after  their 
enrollment,  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Presidents  of  Con¬ 
ferences  without  any  noticeable  change  in  that  particular  ;  on  such  occasions  not 
more  than  one-half  of  those,  who  have  been  recently  admitted,  answer  to  their 
names  when  called  in  order  that  they  may  receive  the  customary  and  formal  in¬ 
troduction  to  the  Society,  and  thus  complete  all  the  requirements  necessary  for 
gaining  the  Indulgence  granted.  The  subject  of  causing  young  men  to  become 
members  is  one  which  is  frequently  considered,  but  no  practical  results  have  so 
far  been  attained.  The  Rev.  Spiritual  Director  of  one  Conference,  when  the 
subject  was  mentioned  to  him,  did  not  favor  the  proposition  that  invitations  to 
join  the  Society  should  be  given  to  the  young  men  of  the  congregation  at  the 
several  Masses  on  Sunday,  and  suggested  that  the  President  or  members  hand 
him  the  names  of  those,  whom  they  thought  desirable,  and  who  would  wish  to 
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unite  with  the  Conference,  and  he  would  visit  them  personally  and  encourage 
them  to  become  members.  *****  We  fear  ^pat 
spirit  of  the  Society  is  somewhat  overlooked  by  those  who  are  entrusted  with  the 
interests  of  the  Conferences,  for,  as  has  been  so  often  repeated,  “  What  a  Presi¬ 
dent  is,  so  is  the  Conference One  of  the  principal  duties  of  a  President  of  a  Con¬ 
ference  in  a  City  or  Town,  where  a  Particular  Council  exists,  is  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Council,  because,  as  Article  28  of  the  Pules  states  :  “  The  Partic¬ 
ular  Council  is  charged  with  those  works  and  important  measures  which  interest  all  the 
Conferences  of  the  town,”  and.  yet,  our  attendance  roll  of  Conferences  at  the  Coun¬ 
cil  Meetings  for  the  year  shows  an  attendance  of  but  58  per  cent.  Indeed,  some, 
Conferences  have  been  represented  but  once,  twice,  three  and  four  times,  respec¬ 
tively.  We  cannot  exact  a  prompt  attendance  of  active  members  at  the  meetings 
of  Conferences  if  we  are  thus  derelict  in  our  own  duties.  Again,  the  attendance 
at  General  Meetings  is  far,  very  far,  from  what  it  should  be  ;  not  more  than 
three  hundred  members  attend  any  of  them.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the 
Spiritual  Retreat  held  in  the  Autumn  of  each  year.  We  think  that  the  principal 
cause  of  this  non  attendance  is  the  too  liberal  application  of  the  Brief  of  the 
Holy  Father  modifying  the  conditions  for  gaining  an  Indulgence  on  Festival 
Days.  Even  as  to  the  Mass  on  those  days,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  where  there 
are  so  many  facilities  for  reaching  the  most  distant  church  in  sufficient  time  to 
hear  Mass,  and,  especially  the  Cathedral,  which,  because  it  is  the  most  central, 
is  chosen  on  those  days,  it  seems  to  us  that  every  member  of  the  Society  in  the 
City  could,  with  a  very  little  effort,  attend  the  Masses  said  for  the  Society,  and 
receive  the  Bread  of  Life  at  the  same  Altar  four  times  a  year  with  the  entire 
brotherhood.  Further,  it  would  be  much  more  edifying  to  all,  would  more  closely 
unite  all  in  the  true  spirit  of  our  brotherhood  and  be  a  greater  inducement  for 
all  to  meet  each  other  again  at  the  General  Meetings  held  on  the  evenings  of  the 
same  days. 

We  think,  that  if  you  would  make  some  comments  upon  the 
points  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  New  York, 
to  be  communicated  by  us  to  all  the  Councils  and  Conferences, 
there  might  be  some  improvement. 

The  Special  Work  of  the  Council,  known  as  the  Bandall’s 
Island  Mission  consists  in  the  instruction,  in  Christian  Doc¬ 
trine,  of  the  Catholic  inmates  of  the  various  institutions  (with 
one  exception)  on  the  island  mentioned,  by  a  Committee  of 
members  of  the  Society.  These  inmates  have  the  privilege, 
also,  of  attending  Mass,  and  of  receiving  the  Sacraments  of 
the  Church.  Every  reasonable  facility  is  extended  to  the 
Priest,  who  is  assigned  to  this  duty,  and  to  the  members  of 
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tlie  Committee,  in  the  prosecution  of  these  labors.  It  would 
seem  that,  in  the  great  City  of  New  York,  where  all  nations 
and  opinions  meet,  where  every  form  of  faith  is  freely  exer¬ 
cised,  and  which  is  distinguished  for  the  generosity  of  spirit 
of  its  citizens,  there  would  not  be  an  exception  in  the  case  of 
any  institution.  But,  an  exception  does  exist.  The  inmates 
of  the  House  of  Refuge  on  Randall’s  Island  are  all  minors  and. 
no  doubt,  one-lialf  of  them  are  of  Catholic  parentage.  The 
institution  is  mainly  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  public, 
but  the  Managers  will  not  permit  any  distinctive  Catholic 
teaching  within  its  walls  except  in  case  of  severe  and  danger¬ 
ous  illness,  at  which  time,  of  course,  such  teaching  to  a  child 
is  of  little,  if  any,  avail.  For  evidence  tiiat  this  course  differs 
from  practices  existing  elsewhere  it  is  not  necessary  to  go 
beyond  the  pages  of  this  report. 


JERSEY  CITY,  NEW  JERSEY. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  six  Conferences  of 
this  City.  The  Council  received  $903.23  and  disbursed 
$841.60.  The  disbursements  were  mainly  to  assist  in  sup¬ 
porting  Catholic  Institutions  in  which  the  Society  is  interested 
and  to  which  are  sent  destitute  boys  and  girls.  The  officers 
and  members  of  the  Council  work  with  much  efficiency,  and 
the  Conferences  are  all,  apparently,  in  a  good  condition.  There 
is  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of  families  relieved  and 
visits  to  the  poor,  but  this  fact  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  times. 

The  President  of  the  Council,  after  expressing  his  disap¬ 
pointment  that  new  Conferences  had  not  been  established,  as 
he  hoped,  writes  : 


Whatever  disappointment  we  may  have  experienced  during  the  past  year  has 
been  more  than  compensated  by  the  confidence  and  generous  co-operation  of  our 
Pit.  Rev.  Bishop.  He  delivered  a  lecture  on  “Charity'’  which  replenished  the 
empty  treasury  of  our  Particular  Council,  and,  during  the  summer,  received 
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thirty  boys  from  the  County  Alms  House  and  placed  them  in  the  Protectory  at 
Denville  and  the  Orphan  Asylum  at  Orange.  Considering  the  difficulty  our 
good  bishop  encounters  in  maintaining  these  institutions,  his  charity  and 
promptness  made  a  deep  impression  upon  our  society.  These  boys  not  only 
needed  the  care  and  influence  of  Catholic  teachers,  but  were  exposed  to  typhoid- 
malaria,  from  which  many  of  the  children  died.  No  sooner  were  these  facts 
made  known  to  the  bishop  than  he  consented  to  receive  them  as  above  stated, 
relying  upon  the  providence  of  God  for  their  support.

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It  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  report  of  the  Particular  Council  :liat  our  rev¬ 
enues  for  the  past  year  have  been  largely  increased  through  the  benefactions  of 
the  parties  named,  and  we  trust  that  they  will  be  rewarded  “  a  hundred-fold,”  as 
promised  by  the  Good  Master.  These  extraordinary  collections  have  enabled  us 
to  facilitate  the  good  work  of  the  Passionist  Fathers,  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  and 
some  of  our  own  members  at  the  County  Alms  House.  These  good  and  charit¬ 
able  souls  have  continued  their  visits  to  this  institution  almost  without  interrup¬ 
tion,  even  when  pestilence  raged  there,  and  it  became  impossible  to  collect  the 
children  as  usual  for  instruction.  God  will  reward  these  heroic  acts  of  charity  ; 
we  can  only  supplement  their  labors  with  our  prayers  and  such  financial  aid  as 
may  be  entrusted  to  us  for  the  good  work.

The  President  regrets  that  more  was  not  accomplished  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  results  of  the  year  are 
quite  creditable. 

The  President  of  St.  Peter's  Conference  states  that  the  Con¬ 
ference  is  careful  to  see  that  Catholic  families,  who  are  as¬ 
sisted,  send  their  children  to  Catholic  Schools.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  heard  of  a  family  which  was  very  poor  and  visitors  were 
sent  to  make  inquiry.  The  father  was  found  in  the  last  stages 
of  consumption.  It  was  ascertained  that  he  was  a  Catholic 
but  had  not  been  to  confession  for  many  years.  The  Spiritual 
Director  was  notified  and  attended  the  man  with  the  most 
happy  results.  St.  Mary's  Conference  of  West  Hoboken  took 
charge  of  fourteen  children  and  placed  them  in  Catholic  In¬ 
stitutions  in  which  they  are  supported,  in  part,  by  the  Confer¬ 
ence.  Four  were  orphans  ;  the  others  had  unfortunate  parents 
who  were  not  capable  of  taking  care  of  them. 
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NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

Tlie  reports  from  tlie  Council  and  Conferences  of  this  City 
are,  as  usual,  very  well  prepared  and  satisfactory.  The  aver¬ 
age  attendance  of  members  was  about  68  per  cent.  The  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Council  were  also  well  attended. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  : 

With  reference  to  the  Home  for  Boys  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  it  is  now 
an  established  fact,  thanks  to  the  goodness  of  Rev.  John  A.  Sheppard  of  St. 
Patrick’s  Cathedral,  who  has  given  us,  free  and  unincumbered,  a  home  sufficient 
to  accommodate  thirty  boys.  The  Home  was  opened  and  blessed  by  our  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  on  the  Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  Dec.  8,  1882,  as  St. 
Vincent’s  Home  for  Boys,  90  Bleecker  street.  It  is  now  in  full  operation  doing 
its  destined  work,  slowly  but  surely.  This  Special  Work  has  its  proper  officers 
consisting  of  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  with  two  members  from  each 
Conference. 

Concerning  another  Special  Work  the  Secretary  writes: 

Mr.  Hugh  Smith,  of  St.  Patrick’s  Conference,  President  of  the  Special  Work  of 
the  Jail  and  Alms  House,  reports  :  The  Jail  is  visited  regularly.  There  are  not 
so  many  boj^s  confined  as  in  former  years  in  consequence  of  an  additional  prison 
being  established  in  Caldwell.  The  boys  are  taught  their  prayers,  catechism, 
Ac.  We  hope  to  have  shelter  and  protection  for  them  in  the  new  home  on  their 
being  discharged.  The  Alms  House  is  regularly  attended  twice  each  Sunday  by 
two  members.  Father  Holland  says  Mass  monthly,  sometimes  oftener.  He  has 
lately,  with  the  help  of  some  of  his  good  friends  beautified  the  chapel  there,  and 
a  lady  of  the  Parish  has  given  him  a  set  of  Stations  so  that  the  chapel  is  now  very 
handsome.  The  authorities  in  both  the  Jail  and  Alms  House  are  very  kind  and 
indulgent  to  our  visitors. 

The  Council  lias  no  special  expenses,  and  its  receipts  and 
disbursements  were  $80.36  and  $11. 

The  President  of  Tlie  St.  Patrick's  Conference  states  that  it 
has  had  many  of  its  former  poor  again  from  a  new  organiza¬ 
tion  (Bureau  of  Associated  Charities)  to  whom  proper  atten¬ 
tion  was  given. 
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PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  twenty-six  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  City.

Of  the  566  active  members  the  average  attendance  at  the 
Masses  was  218  and  at  the  General  Meetings  170. 

We  have  not  the  space,  at  our  disposal,  for  stating  the  names 
of  the  Conferences  and  their  attendance  at  these  Masses  and 
Meetings  as  they  appear  in  detail  in  the  printed  report  sent  to 
us  from  Philadelphia.  As  in  other  cities,  some  Conferences  show 
a  large,  while  others  show  a  very  small  or  no  attendance.  Un¬ 
doubtedly,  much  depends  upon  the  accessibility  to  members  of 
the  places  of  meeting  and  of  the  Church  in  which  the  Masses 
are  celebrated ;  still,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  by  exertion 
and  some  sacrifice,  the  attendance,  so  desirable,  important  and 
useful,  could  be  largely  increased. 

The  report  also  shows  the  number  of  children  actually  sup¬ 
ported  in  Orphan  Asylums,  other  institutions,  or  private 
families,  or  adopted  by  each  Conference,  during  the  year.  We

cannot  repeat  the  details,  and  can  merely  say  that  94  children 
were  supported  and  26  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  show  that  its  re¬ 
ceipts  were  $1,414.87  and  its  disbursement  $1,392.01. 

The  thoroughness  with  which  the  printed  report  is  prepared 
is  worthy  of  much  praise.  The  same  may  be  said,  generally, 
of  the  reports  of  the  several  Conferences  which,  very  properly, 
have  also  been  forwarded.  Among  so  many  Conferences,  there 
is,  necessarily,  much  variety,  but  we  do  not  deem  any  refer¬ 
ences  to  this  point  as  coming  within  the  scope  of  our  own 
report. 

Several  of  the  Conferences  report  interesting  facts,  but  we 
have  not  space  to  repeat  them.  Moreover,  all  these  statements 
were  printed  in  the  report  of  the  Council,  and,  therefore,  have 
come  to  the  attention  of  many  readers.  We  think  it  right  to 
make  a  partial  exception  by  stating  that  tbe  plan  of  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Free  Library  and  Reading  Room  for  young  men  es¬ 
tablished  by  The  Conference  of  the  Geslt  is  very  good,  and  that 
information  concerning  the  work  can  be  obtained  by  any  Coun¬ 
cil  or  Conference  which  is  disposed  to  follow  the  example. 

We  copy  portions  of  the  letter  of  the  President  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  : 

Although  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  in  this  Circumscription  has  not, 
during  the  past  year,  exhibited,  in  a  material  way,  any  special  improvement,  it 
has  nevertheless  made  fair  progress  toward  a  better  understanding  of  the  rule, 
and  a  more  faithful  observance  of  those  precepts  which  relate  to  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  Brotherhood.  The  Particular  Council  has  striven  earnestly  to  correct 
existing  abuses,  to  elevate  and  strengthen  the  purpose  of  the  members,  to  ward 
off  threatened  dangers,  and  to  prepare  the  way  for  a  future  abounding  in 
good  works.  Whenever  called  upon  to  explain  the  spirit  of  the  Society,  or  to 
give  advice  concerning  its  requirements,  it  has  simply  held  up  to  view  the  teach¬ 
ings  and  example  of  our  blessed  patron,  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  well  knowing  that 
a  humble  and  patient  devotion  to  the  duties  which  Providence  has  assigned  to 
us,  is  our  only  guarantee  of  success.  It  has  continued  its  visitations  to  the  Con¬ 
ferences,  with  good  results  in  all  cases,  though  it  has  not  always  achieved  the  re¬ 
forms  it  believed  necessary.  It  has  sought  to  obtain  for  the  Society  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  the  Reverend  Clergy,  without  whose  aid  the  works  we  undertake 
must  either  languish  or  fail  entirely ;  and  it  has  constantly  urged  upon  Presi- 
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dents  the  necessity  of  securing  not  only  the  material  but  also  the  moral  support 
of  the  priests  of  their  respective  parishes.  Had  the  members  of  the  Council  at¬ 
tended  the  monthly  meetings  more  regularly,  many  excellent  measures,  which 
have  progressed  no  further  thah  mere  discussion,  could,  no  doubt,  have  been 
carried  to  completion  ;  but  there  is  now  reason  to  hope  that  the  attendance  will 
hereafter  improve  ;  and  nothing  will  be  left  undone  to  render  the  meetings  in¬ 
teresting,  attractive  and  profitable. 

******* 

Our  rule  was  established  for  men  living  in  the  world,  and  experience  has  proved 
that  it  is  singularly  well  calculated  to  promote  the  sanctification  of  souls,  and  to 
open  to  the  majority  of  laymen  an  apostolate  in  all,  respects  suitable  to  their 
capacities,  and  capable  of  yielding  abundant  fruit.  What  we  must  do  in  order  to 
improve  our  opportunities  and  secure  the  good  within  our  reach,  is  to  yield  our¬ 
selves  completely,  and  without  human  ambition,  to  the  duties  of  our  mission, 
giving  up  cheerfully  our  own  opinions,  and  preferring,  above  all  things,  to  labor 
in  obscurity  and  submission,  with  no  other  approval  or  commendation  than  that 
of  our  Lord  himself,  who  uses  the  weak  to  confound  the  strong,  and  who  has  de¬ 
clared,  in  the  clearest  words,  that  the  humble  alone  shall  be  exalted.  We  have 
carefully  studied  the  condition  of  the  Conferences  in  this  Circumscription, 
and  we  feel  certain  that  almost  every  defect  in  their  management  and  every  fail¬ 
ure  attending  their  labors,  has  arisen  not  so  much  from  a  lack  of  generosity  or 
zeal,  as  from  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  members  to  prefer  their  own  will 
to  the  voice  of  the  Society,  to  do  good  in  their  own  way  and  according  to  then- 
own  judgment,  rather  than  in  childlike  obedience  to  laws  which  are  based  upon 
the  teachings  of  a  great  saint,  which  have,  under  the  inspiration  of  Providence, 
been  applied  to  the  requirements  of  our  times  by  men  of  eminent  prudence  and 
acknowledged  virtue,  and  which  have  received  the  repeated  and  hearty  sanction 
of  the  Holy  See.  It  is  true  that  these  laws  do  not  bind  the  conscience,  and  that 
no  one  is  compelled  to  profess  allegiance  to  them  ;  but  when  once  accepted, 
they  should  be  faithfully  observed,  or  openly  renounced.  A  true  Vincentian  is 
easily  recognized.  He  is  always  more  anxious  to  follow  than  to  lead,  to  obey 
than  to  command,  to  remain  in  obscurity  than  to  attract  the  notice  of  men,  to 
practice  those  virtues  which  are  simple  and  hidden  rather  than  those  which  are 
exalted  and  illustrious  ;  in  a  word,  to  lead,  amidst  worldly  surroundings,  the 
life  of  a  Christian  who  considers  himself  the  least  among  his  brethren,  and  rejoices 
in  being  able  to  serve  his  neighbor  in  the  person  of  the  poor.  If  any  member 
of  a  Conference  does  not  feel  drawn  to  such  a  life  as  this,  and  possesses  no  taste 
for  its  humble  and  quiet  duties,  he  may  conclude  that  he  has  no  vocation  to  the 
Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  ;  and  this  is  the  reason  why  we  have  so  often 
urged  upon  all  a  conscientious  study  of  the  rule.  We  speak  freely  and  plainly, 
because  frankness  is  an  obligation  between  brothers,  and  because  experience 
proves  that,  in  the  moral  order,  no  association  can  prosper  when  once  its  primi¬ 
tive  spirit,  which  is  the  manifestation  of  its  providential  mission,  has  been 
abandoned  or  forgotten. 

Apart  from  the  visitation  of  the  poor,  the  principal  undertaking,  which  now 
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engages  the  attention  of  the  Society  in  Philadelphia,  is  the  care  and  nurture  of 
orphans.  The  number  of  adoptions  is  steadily  increasing,  and  the  burden  of 
responsibility  which  they  impose  is  beginning  to  be  seriously  felt.  In  order  to 
prepare  for  the  greater  efforts  and  the  heavier  outlay  which  the  future  will  cer¬ 
tainly  demand,  the  Particular  Council  has  resolved  to  unite  the  scattered  forces 
of  the  several  Conferences,  under  the  direction  of  a  special  committee,  which 
will  seek  to  establish  system  and  steadiness  in  every  quarter,  to  supplement  the 
labors  of  those  who  are  overtaxed,  and  to  arouse  the  zeal  of  such  as  have  hitherto 
remained  indifferent.  An  exact  plan  of  action  has  yet  to  be  formed,  and  the  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  committee  to  be  determined  ;  but  all  details  will  be  speedily  ar¬ 
ranged,  and  full  information  furnished  to  the  Superior  Council. 

Next  to  the  care  of  Orphans,  there  is  no  work  more  urgent  at  the  present  time 
than  the  instruction  and  good  government  of  young  men  ;  and  it  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  we  call  your  attention  to  the  first  report  of  the  reading-room  estab¬ 
lished  about  a  year  ago  by  the  Conference  of  The  Gesii.  The  good,  which  has 
resulted  from  this  modest,  but  eminently  useful,  undertaking,  cannot  be  ade¬ 
quately  measured  by  figures  ;  and  we  feel  assured  that  when  its  results  become 
better  known,  it  will  be  followed  by  similar  foundations  in  many  parishes. 
Much  of  its  success  is  undoubtedly  attributable  to  the  hearty  approval  and 
earnest  cooperation  of  the  Spiritual  Director  of  the  Conference  ;  and  this  fact  is 
only  another  proof  of  the  admirable  results  which  flow  from  intimate  and  cordial 
relations  with  our  ecclesiastical  superiors  in  all  our  plans  and  labors. 


BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

Tlie  reports  of  the  Council  and  twelve  Conferences  have 
been  received.  The  Conference  of  St  Mary,  Star  of  the  Sea, 
which  was  missing  in  1881,  has  sent  a  report,  and  Corpus 
Christi  Conference  and  St.  Anns  Conference  appear  for  the  first 
time.  This  increase  in  the  number  of  Conferences  adds  ma¬ 
terially  to  the  membership,  and,  to  some  extent,  to  the  works 
of  the  Society.  Our  report  gives  the  statistics  brought  down 
to  the  31st  of  December,  1882,  and  this  fact  should  be  taken 
into  consideration  when  these  statistics  are  compared  with  the 
extracts  from  letters  which  appear  below.  Those  letters  relate 
to  the  averages  of  the  entire  year,  and,  therefore,  there  is 
necessarily  some  discrepancy  between  the  extracts  and  the 
statistics. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  reports  the  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  as  being  $460.44  and  $562.23.  About  one-lialf  of 
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the  disbursements  was  on  account  of  tlie  Special  Work  which 
will  be  mentioned. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  : 

Tbe  average  attendance  at  the  meetings  (of  the  P.  C.)  is  17,  the  Council  being 
composed  of  32  members,' including  the  Spiritual  Directors.  The  quarterly  com¬ 
munions  average  about  70,  and  the  attendance  at  the  Quarterly  Meetings  not 
quite  so  large,  probably  between  50  and  60.  Of  the  170  on  the  rolls,  about  125 
attend  the  weekly  meetings,  and  we  account  for  the  small  attendance  at  the 
communions  on  the  ground  that  many  of  the  members  live  at  a  distance  from 
the  Cathedral,  and  go  to  Holy  Communion  in  their  own  Parish  Churches. 

The  President  of  the  Council  says  : 

The  absence  in  the  reports,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  of  edifying  and  in¬ 
teresting  remarks  regarding  the  works  of  the  Conferences  in  the  direction  of 
religious  and  spiritual  influences  upon  our  poor,  I  believe  to  be  due  rather  to 
their  not  fully  realizing  the  interest  and  usefulness  of  these  communications,  than 
that  the  higher  and  better  work  of  the  Conferences  has  not  been  performed.  The 
tendency  to  a  degeneration  into  mere  alms  giving  societies  may  exist,  and,  at 
our  General  Meetings,  occasion  is  sometimes  taken  to  warn  against  it,  but  I  do 
not  think  that  any  of  the  Conferences  have  fallen,  or  are  falling  into  this  danger¬ 
ous  condition,  so  entirely  inconsistent  with  and  foreign  to  our  Rules  and  their 
spirit  ;  but  believe  that,  rather,  a  true  spirit  of  charity  animates  the  brothers, 
and,  therefore,  I  flatter  myself  that  I  may,  with  pleasure  and  truth,  report  our 
Conferences  to  be  doing  well.  *  *  *  Under  the  continuance  of  the  gene¬ 

ral  conditions  of  labor  and  industry  the  amount  of  material  relief  given  to  the 
poor  during  the  last  year  does  not  differ  much  from  that  of  the  year  1881,  amount¬ 
ing,  as  you  will  perceive,  to  something  over  $4000.  *  *  *  As  to  the 

Special  Work,  *  *  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  report  accompanying 

this,  and  to  which  I  have  only  to  add  the  earnest  hope  that,  by  the  zeal  of  those 
of  the  brothers  who  devote  themselves  to  it,  and  under  the  contiuance  of  the 
kind  and  tolerant  spirit  of  the  authorities  of  those  institutions,  it  may  not  only 
continue  to  do  the  good  it  has  done,  but  even  extend  its  sphere  of  charity  in 
other  institutions. 

These  institutions,  it  should  be  understood,  are  supported 
at  the  public  expense,  and  the  inmates  are  of  various  nation¬ 
alities,  races  and  forms  of  religious  faith,  or  of  no  faith,  and, 
adverting  to  these  facts,  the  President  of  the  Council  writes  : 

We  are  perfectly  aware,  owing  to  the  unfortunate  circumstances  of  divergent 
religious  sentiments,  of  the  delicacy  of  our  position  in  these  institutions,  and, 
therefore,  in  no  case,  have  our  brothers  done  anything  to  cause  disputes,  and 
thus,  nothing  has  occurred  to  disturb  discipline,  order  or  harmony.  *  *  * 

At  the  catechetical  instructions  at  the  Penitentiary  and  Jail  in  the  morning, 
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(Sunday)  no  prisoners  are  present  but  those  who  desire,  and  Catholics  have 
their  hour  or  two  to  themselves.  So,  also,  at  the  Mass  on  every  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing.  But,  at  the  afternoon  sermon,  once  a  month  in  the  Penitentiary  and  the 
Jail  and  also  in  the  House  of  Correction,  all  prisoners  are  present. 

For  reasons  wliicb  will  be  appreciated,  we  think  it  well  to 
give  nmcli  space  to  an  account  of  this  Special  Work  and  to 
the  report  of  its  proceedings.  It  has  its  special  Spiritual  Di¬ 
rector,  its  officers  (Treasurer  excepted)  about  25  members,  and 
monthly  meetings.  Its  works  are  :  “  Visiting  the  Penal  Institu¬ 
tions  of  the  State  and  giving  instruction  to  the  inmates 
thereof  ” — and,  for  the  performance  of  the  work,  the  members 
are  assigned  to  four  institutions  : — twelve  to  the  Penitentiary, 
four  to  the  Jail,  six  to  the  Alms  House  and  four  to  the  House  of 
Correction.

The  four  institutions  were  regularly  visited  until  the  last  Sunday  of  the  year, 
when  the  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  city,  and  an  occasional  case  in 
several  of  the  institutions,  induced  the  authorities  of  the  Alms  House  and  House 
of  Correction  to  prohibit  all  visiting  of  those  places.  We  expect  this  to  be  but  a 
short  interruption.  At  the  Penitentiary  and  Jail  no  restrictions  have  been  placed 
on  us  though  casual  visitors  are  excluded.  The  chief  officers  at  the  Penitentiary 
and  Alms  House  have  been  changed  during  the  year,  but  our  reception  has  been 
even  more  pleasant  than  formerly. 

The  figures  given  above  as  to  the  Penitentiary  show  a  considerable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  Catholic  men  attending  the  services.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  many  more  Catholics  have  gone  out,  by  expiration  of  sentences,  than  have 
been  committed  during  the  year.  We  regret,  however,  that  there  is  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  men  here,  who,  though  born  of  Catholic  families,  do  not  attend  our  ser- 
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vices.  We  cannot  reach  this  class  for  the  reason  that  we  have  no  communication 
with  the  prisoners  except  at  Sunday  School.  The  only  effectual  means  of  meet¬ 
ing  this  difficulty  would  be  for  our  Spiritual  Director  to  call  on  those  men  indi¬ 
vidually,  a  privilege  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  procure,  but  for  which  earn¬ 
est  efforts  have  been  made  with  some  prospects  of  success  in  the  near  future. 
The  general  good  will  and  earnestness  of  the  men,  who  attend  our  classes,  are 
apparent,  and,  as  formerly,  we  have  evidence  of  reformed  lives  in  a  number  of 
those  who  have  gone  out  during  the  year. 

The  services  at  the  Jail  have  been  faithfully  attended.  While  there  is  noth¬ 
ing  of  special  note  reported,  no  doubt  good  seed  has  been  sown.  A  sermon  is 
preached  in  the  afternoon  of  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month. 

The  number  of  persons  instructed  at  the  Alms  House  (Bay  View)  does  not 
nearly  give  the  total  Catholic  population  of  this  institution,  but,  as  the  teachers 
give  their  time,  by  preference,  to  those  who  are  bed-ridden  and  near  their  last 
end,  who  must  necessarily  be  visited  separately,  the  whole  number  of  persons 
instructed  cannot  be  otherwise  than  small.  The  fact  that  106  persons  received 
the  last  Sacraments  during  the  year  is  strong  evidence  of  the  opportunity  here 
afforded  for  “consoling  the  afflicted.” 

Mass  was  said  for  the  first  time  in  the  House  of  Correction  on  the  fifth  Sunday 
of  April,  and  has  been  said  occasionally  since.  As  this  institution  is  in  the  coun¬ 
try  and  the  Parish  Priest  has  two  other  missions  to  attend,  it  is  not  possible  to 
have  Mass  here  very  often.  One  man  died  during  the  year,  who  had  refused  to 
see  a  priest,  but  finally  consented  to  go  to  confession.  The  resolution  seemed 
to  change  him  completely,  for,  kneeling  at  the  feet  of  his  teacher,  he  recited  an 
act  of  contrition  aloud  before  all  the  inmates,  and  his  tears  gave  evidence  of  his 
sincerity. 

The  Tice  President  of  this  Special  Work  reports  that  quite 
a  number  of  conversions  took  place  and  the  fact  that  conversions 
are  mentioned  calls  for  some  comment  lest  a  misunder¬ 
standing  should  exist.  We  have  been  advised  that  the 
word  “conversions”  is  not  used  in  its  ordinary  sense,  but,  in  most 
cases,  applies  to  Catholics  who  have  neglected  their  religion, 
though  it  appears  that  a  few  others,  voluntarily  and  without  so¬ 
licitation,  sought  the  Catholic  Church.

St.  Dominic  s  Conference  is  omitted  from  our  list  and  the  re¬ 
maining  eight  Conferences  and  the  Council  have  sent  their  re¬ 
ports.  The  report  of  the  Council  is  printed. 

Our  directory  of  Councils  is  made  for  future  use,  and,  there¬ 
fore,  though  the  name  of  Mr.  Joshua  Huntington  appears  in  the 
report  of  the  Council,  as  its  President,  we  have  placed  the 
name  of  his  successor  in  the  directory.  Mr.  Huntington  had 
been  the  President  of  the  Council  for  seven  years,  and  he  la¬ 
bored  for  the  Society  zealously  and  efficiently  during  all  this 
time.  He  was  a  true  Vincentian  and  carried  into  his  work 
the  habits  and  tone  of  a  courteous  and  intelligent  gentleman. 
It  is  to  his  hand  that  we  have  been  indebted  for  the  accurate 
and  often  interesting  reports  of  the  Society  in  the  City  which 
is  the  Federal  Capital.  Our  brothers  everjnvhere  will  pray 
that  his  health  may  be  restored  and  his  useful  life  prolonged. 
We  can  ask  nothing  better  for  his  successor  than  that  he 
may  be  the  equal  of  Mr.  Huntington  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  were  $50.83 
and  his  disbursements  $37.95. 

From  the  report  of  the  Council,  which  was  prepared  by  the 
Secretary,  we  make,  with  slight  changes,  the  following  extracts  : 
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In  tlie  absence  of  the  President  of  the  Particular  Council,  I  have  the  honor 
to  transmit  herewith  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Conference  of  this  city  for  the 
year  1882, 

A  comparison  of  these  Reports  with  those  of  the  preceding  year  shows  but  a 
very  slight  change  as  regards  membership. 

The  number  of  families  relieved  is  twenty-five  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  This  large  decrease  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  weather  in  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  March  was  unusually  mild  and  did  not  interfere  with 
outside  labor. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Society  amounted  to  $2,472  of  which  $906  was  contri¬ 
buted  by  the  members  of  the  Conferences  at  their  weekly  meetings,  $807  was 
•donated  by  charitably  disposed  persons,  $391  was  collected  in  four  of  the  churches, 
and  $204  was  received  from  regular  subscribers. 

The  Conference  St.  Aloysius  received  $130,  the  proceeds  of  an  excusion  given  by 
seven  charitable  gentlemen,  known  as  the  “  Chapel  Point  Club.” 

The  usual  distribution  of  food  was  made  on  Christmas  eve  of  1881,  the  supply 
being  sufficient  not  only  for  a  Christmas  dinner,  but  for  sustenance  for  several 
days  ;  forty-three  families  were  so  supplied  in  St.  Peter’s  parish,  forty  in  that  of 
Holy  Trinity,  thirty-five  in  St.  Aloysius’s  and  twenty-seven  in  St.  Patrick’s.  The 
number  of  families  supplied  in  St.  Mathew’s,  St.  Stephen’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and  that 
■of  the  Immaculate  Conception  was  not  reported.  < 

Fifteen  families  are  supplied  daily  with  cold  victuals  from  the  tables  of  George¬ 
town  College,  on  tickets  issued  by  the  Conference  of  Holy  Trinity. 

In  examining  the  Reports  made  during  the  year  by  the  Presidents  of  the  various 
■Conferences,  I  find  the  following  cases  worthy  of  mention.  The  President  of  the 
Conference  of  St.  Matthew  reports  that  one  of  their  beneficiaries,  a  poor  woman,  was 
not  a  proper  person  to  have  charge  of  a  family,  and  after  some  effort,  they  ob¬ 
tained  her  consent  to  place  three  of  her  children  in  care  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity 
and  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Cross. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  reports  the  case  of 
.a  boy,  ten  years  old,  whose  mother  is  dead  and  whose  father  is  worthless,  being 
rescued  from  a  disreptuable  house  where  his  sister  was  living  in  shame  ;  the  boy 
is  nowin  the  Industrial  School,  in  Baltimore.  Two  of  the  members  of  this  Con¬ 
ference  obtained  the  necessary  funds  to  send  a  poor  woman  and  her  son  to  the 
husband  and  father  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  having  first  obtained  his  consent  to  the 
re-uniting  of  the  family. 

The  Conferences  are  under  great  obligations  to  the  “  Ladies  of  Charity,”  an 
auxiliary  society,  for  supplies  of  clothing  for  the  worthy  poor. 


PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

St.  Bridget's  Conference  lias  been  omitted  from  onr  list.  On 
tlie  other  hand,  we  have  received  three  reports  of  Conferences, 
whereas  we  had  but  two  in  1881,  and  we  gladly  call  attention  to 
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the  marked  improvement  in  tlie  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Society  in  this  city.  The  membership  and  the  works  are 
largely  increased.  The  Conferences  appear  to  be  working 
well,  and,  apparently,  the  causes,  which  have  heretofore 
created  trouble,  now  cease  to  exist.  Our  letters  to  the  princi¬ 
pal  members  of  the  Society  seem  to  have  been  received  in  a 
good  spirit.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  who  have  aided  in  ac¬ 
complishing  these  results.  We  hope  to  see  the  weak  Confer¬ 
ences  strengthened  and  others  formed.  There  is  no  report 
from  the  Council  beyond  the  names  of  the  officers. 

LOUISVILLE,  KENTUCKY. 

There  are  reports  from  seven  of  the  eight  Conferences  of 
this  city.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  an  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  and  in  almost  every  item  of  the  works.  For  the 
reason  that  the  Societv  has  had  to  contend  with  some  difficul- 
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ties  this  fact  is  all  the  more  agreeable.  The  President  of  the 
Council,  who  has  held  his  position  for  less  than  two  years,, 
was  often  necessarily  absent  from  the  city,  and  there  lms  been 
a  change  in  the  office  of  Secretary.  These  circumstances 
naturally  interfered  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Society.  The 
newly  appointed  Secretary  manifests  much  interest  in  his 
duties  and  the  present  position  of  affairs  is  encouraging.  We 
ask  the  Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  the  several  Conferences  to 
emulate  his  spirit. 

It  is  in  a  certain  sense,  unfortunate,  that  there  are  few  poor 
in  Louisville.  Such  has  generally  been  the  case.  The  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Council  writes  that  ths  President  of  a  Conference, 
recently  formed,  but  not  reporting,  situated  in  a  part  of  the 
city  in  which  a  flood,  caused  by  the  rise  of  the  Ohio  river,  had 
caused  very  great  destruction,  said  that  the  members  had 
received  no  calls  for  relief,  that  they  went  out  to  find  sufferers  to 
relieve,  but  found  none,  and  that  he  described  the  situation 
thus  :  “  The  Conference  is  suffering  because  it  has  no  suffering 
to  relieve.”  The  reports,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  St. 
Patrick's  Conference,  contain  no  statements.  The  President  of 
that  Conference  writes  : 
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As  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer’s  report  the  sum  of  $139.97  was  collected  in 
church  for  the  reason  that  the  offerings  of  the  members  were  not  sufficient  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  poor.  We  are  relieving  one  family  which  consists  of  a  widow  and 
her  eight  children,  the  oldest  of  whom  is  about  sixteen  years  of  age  and  in  deli¬ 
cate  health.  The  rest  of  the  children  are  not  able  to  earn  anything  of  conse¬ 
quence.  It  seems,  indeed,  as  if  it  were  impossible  for  them  to  get  along  ;  but 
the  mother  is  determined  to  keep  them  together  as  long  as  she  can.  The  Con¬ 
ference  has  been  paying  the  rent  for  them  for  the  last  eight  months.  An  old 
lady  who  had  been  relieved  by  the  Conference  for  a  long  time,  died  recently,  and, 
because  there  was  not  much  money  in  the  Treasury,  the  brothers  who  had  been 
accustomed  to  visit  her,  collected  sufficient  money  among  their  friends  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  burying  her  in  a  decent  and  Christian  manner. 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

The  Conference  of  the  Holy  Name  lias  been  established  in 
Chicago.  The  Conferences  are  iioav  fifteen  in  number,  and 
from  all  of  them  and  the  Couucil  we  have  received  reports. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  reports  the  receipts  $735.82  and 
the  disbursements  $656.86.  Two-tliirds  of  the  amount  dis¬ 
bursed  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of  coal  for  the  Little 
Sisters  of  the  Poor,  for  which  purpose  the  Conferences  con¬ 
tributed  $210.  The  report  of  the  Council  is  in  writing  and 
embodies  those  of  the  Conferences  :

We  make  the  following  extracts  from  the  report,  signed  by 
the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  President. 


During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  the  officers  of  the  Particular  Council 
visited  each  of  the  Conferences  and  we  were  much  pleased  with  the  spirit  and 
zeal  by  which  all  were  animated,  and,  while  our  visits  were  unexpected,  the  attend¬ 
ance,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  was  very  creditable. 

About  the  close  of  the  year  1881,  two  new  Conferences  were  organized  :  All 
Saints'  and  Holy  Name.  The  former  has  done  very  well,  considering  location  and 
small  membership.  The  latter  is  known  as  the  Cathedral  Conference,  and, 
though  only  one  year  in  existence,  shows  vigor  and  activity. 

We  are  much  encouraged  in  our  labors,  by  the  great  interest  which  his  Grace, 
the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop,  takes  in  our  works,  and  who  never  fails  to  attend  our 
general  meetings,  when  not  engaged  in  more  important  duties. 

The  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council,  is  75  per  cent.,  and 
at  the  Masses  and  general  Meetings,  about  70  per  cent. 

Many  of  the  Conferences  furnish  no  information  in  connection  with  their 
works,  outside  the  regular  routine  of  visiting  and  relieving  the  poor.  But,  from 
information  possessed  by  this  Council,  we  are  aware  that  a  great  deal  of  what 
might  be  called  missionary  labor  has  been  done,  in  making  the  poor,  who  are 
visited  and  assisted  by  the  Conferences,  more  attentive  to  their  religious  duties, 
inducing  the  unfortunate,  who  are  the  victims  of  intemperance,  to  take  the  pledge 
of  total  abstinence,  and  reminding  families  of  the  duty  they  owe  their  children 
in  seeing  that  they  are  prepared  for  a  worthy  reception  of  the  Sacraments  of  the 
Church. 

The  Holy  Family  Conference  seems  to  have  made  this  a  special  work.  Its  visitors 
report  bringing  the  boys,  who  are  employed  during  the  day,  to  the  Chapel  in 
the  evening  where  they  receive  necessary  instructions  to  prepare  them  for  the 
reception  of  first  Communion  and  Confirmation. 

St  Patrick's  Conference  reports  the  reception  into  the  Church  of  a  man  who  in 
his  sickness  was  visited  by  the  brothers  and  who  soon  after  was  called  from  this 
life  by  his  Creator. 

St.  Stephen's  Conference  reports  being  instrumental  in  getting  many  luke-warm 
Catholics  to  attend  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Mass  regularly  and  receive  the 
sacraments  more  frequently. 

The  St.  James'  Conference  reports  a  distribution  of  clothing  among  the  poor  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars,  in  addition  to  two  hundred  and 
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thirty-dollars  worth  distributed  by  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Society.  This  Con¬ 
ference  reports  giving  a  plentiful  supply  of  fuel  and  provisions  for  Christmas. 

The  Nativity  Conference  reports  the  conversion  of  a  whole  family,  who  was  visited 
by  the  Brothers  and  edified  by  their  disinterested  charity. 

St.  Mary's  Conference  reports  the  Conversion  of  four  persons  owing  to  the 
good  example  and  zeal  of  the  visitors. 

'I he  Holy  Name  Conference  reports  the  distribution  of  suitable  reading  matter  to 
the  poor,  whom  they  visited,  and  recommended  similar  distribution  by  the  other 
•Conferences. 

The  following  Special  Works  are  undertaken  by  the  Society,  and  each  placed  in 
charge  -of  a  competent  Committee,  the  members  of  which  are  well  known  for 
their  zeal,  and  who  lose  no  opportunity  to  advance  the  works  of  the  Society. 

First — The  Committee  which  has  the  collection  and  distribution  of  reading  mat¬ 
ter  at  the  Jail,  Hospitals,  Poor-House,  Ac.  This  committee  reports  a  distribution 
of  seventeen  thousand  papers,  magazines,  Ac.,  also  a  number  of  prayer  books, 
beads  and  scapulars  when  applied  for. 

/Sfecond-^-The  Committee,  appointed  to  look  after  destitute  children,  reports  the 
difficulty  they  experience  in  procuring  suitable  homes,  pending  the  completion  of 
the  Saint  Mary’s  Training  School,  an  institution  chartered  by  the  State,  and  under 
the  management  of  his  Grace,  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop,  and  a  Board  of  Lay 
Directors,. many  of  whom  are  members  of  our  Society.  The  Committee  reports 
that,  owing  to  the  zeal  of  the  Spiritual  Director  of  the  Particular  Council,  Very 
Rev.  Dean  Terry,  homes  have  been  found  for  upwards  of  forty  children,  chiefly 
in  the  agricultural  districts. 

Third — The  Committee,  whose  duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  interest  of  the  aged 
and  friendless  poor,  reports  having  found  homes  with  the  Little  Sisters  of  the 
Poor,  for  twenty-one  women  and  twelve  men.  As  it  was  at  the  urgent  request 
of  our  Society  that  the  good  Sisters  came  here,  we  take  a  deep  interest  in  their 
welfare. 

Having  given  an  account  of  what  was  being  done  by  our  Conferences  to  advance 
the  Spiritual  condition  of  the  poor,  we  will  now  briefly  refer  to  their  temporal 
•condition.  The  prosperity,  which  many  of  the  poor  enjoyed  in  the  years  1880  and 
and  1881,  seems  to  have  passed  away.  The  poor  man,  with  a  large  helpless 
family  to  maintain,  with  the  increased  cost  of  most  all  of  the  necessaries  of  life, 
and  the  high  rents  demanded,  even  though  enjoying  good  health  with  steady 
-employment,  finds  it  impossible  to  save  from  his  scanty  earnings  a  little  to  help 
him  tide  over  the  days  of  adversity,  when  sickness  or  other  misfortunes  over¬ 
takes  him. 

Many  an  industrious  mother,  who  in  former  years  was  enabled  to  maintain  a 
family  by  washing,  is  no  longer  able  to  do  so,  owing  to  the  great  number  of 
'Chinese  laundries  that  are  located  here. 

Then  it  is  that  the  aid  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  is  called  for.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  many  of  the  Conferences  had  ample  op¬ 
portunity  to  exercise  their  charity,  in  finding  shelter  for  evicted  families. 
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DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

On  tlie  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  Council, 
St.  Joseph's  Conference ,  of  Waterloo,  near  Dubuque,  has  been 
omitted  from  our  list.  There  remain  but  two  Conferences 
and  these  send  reports.  The  Council  received  $73.83  and  dis¬ 
bursed  $107.55.  Of  the  amount  disbursed  the  sum  of  $60.15 
was  expended  in  providing  49  poor  children  with  books  and 
some  clothing  in  order  to  enable  them  to  attend  the  Catholic 
schools.  The  President  of  the  Council  states  that  the  amount 
of  relief  distributed  from  all  sources  is  small,  principally  owing 
to  the  fact  that  cut-door  relief  is  given  by  the  County.  It 
relieved  all  applicants  with  the  necessaries  of  life,  and,  in 
many  cases,  with  clothing  and  house  rent.  The  President  of 
St.  Raphael's  Conference  writes  to  the  same  effect.  He  says  that 
nearly  all  the  relief  given  to  the  poor  is  provided  by  the  pub¬ 
lic  authorities,  the  same  work  which  was  formerly  done  by  the 
Society.  This  Conference  received  from  the  Director  of  the 
Poor,  wood,  flour,  groceries,  &c.,  to  the  value  of  $125.25  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  amount  reported  in  the  Treasurer’s  account. 


ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

There  are  six  reports  of  Conferences  of  this  city  and  two 
Conferences  fail  to  report.  We  are,  therefore,  disappointed 
in  the  hope  expressed  last  year  that  we  could  have  full  returns. 
There  has  been  a  recent  change  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  and 
the  temporary  vacancy  caused  delay  in  sending  the  reports  and 
want  of  completeness  in  the  form  and  substance  of  some  of 
them,  and  probably  accounts  for  the  fact  that  one,  at  least,  of 
the  reports  is  missing.  The  gentleman,  who  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  Secretary,  manifests  zeal  and  intelligence,  and  we  con¬ 
fidently  anticipate  much  improvement  in  the  points  mentioned, 
but  we  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  express  our  re¬ 
gret,  and  the  remark  is  widely  applicable,  that  so  much 
should  depend  upon  the  presence  and  personal  characteristics 
of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  a  Council,  and  that,  unless 
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they  are  stimulated  and  often  urged  by  them,  the  officers  of 
Conferences  are  so  lax  as  to  the  matter  of  preparing  and  ren¬ 
dering  reports.  This  condition  of  affairs  should  not  exist 
and  we  hope  that  these  words  of  ours  will  cause  an  im¬ 
provement.  As  before  remarked,  they  are  not  applicable  to  the 
officers  of  Conferences  of  one  city  alone. 

As  we  stated  in  our  report  for  1881,  the  Conferences,  which 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council,  are  in  five  separate 
cities,  and,  naturally,  there  cannot  be  the  same  unity  of  action 
which  is  found  where  Conferences  are  bound  together  by  the 
common  interest  of  one  community. 

The  six  Conferences,  which  report  this  year,  are  in  three 
cities.  They  are  near  to  each  other,  and,  therefore,  it  is  ad¬ 
visable  that  there  should  be  but  one  council,  and,  yet,  they  are 
so  much  separated  that  each  is,  to  some  extent,  independent  of 
the  rest.  Under  these  circumstances,  special  exertions  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  of  the  Council  and  Conferences  is  neces¬ 
sary. 

With  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  Conference  of  St. 
Louis ,  the  reports  do  not  contain  anything  beyond  the  statistics. 
That  Conference  states  that,  in  addition  to  the  works  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  report,  the  members  obtained  some  aid  from  the 
public  authorities,  that  they  paid  the  railway  expenses  of 
three  persons,  amounting  to  about  $50,  collected  and  contri¬ 
buted  $30  for  funeral  expenses  and  made  other  collections  for 
the  needy. 

ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

There  are  forty-seven  Conferences  of  this  class  on  our  list,  of 
which  forty-one  make  reports.  St.  Aim's  Conference ,  of  Wor¬ 
cester,  Masscliusetts,  and  The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Con¬ 
ception,  of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  appear  for  the  first  time. 

The  Conferences  of  St.  Joseph,  of  Fall  Kiver,  Massachusetts, 
and  St.  Joseph,  of  New  Britain,  Connecticut,  which  reported  for 
1881,  have  not  reported  for  1882.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
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are  reports  from  tlie  Conferences  of  St.  Andreiu,  of,  Alleghany 
City,  Pennsylvania,  ancl  The  Immaculate  Conception ,  of  Portland, 
Oregon,  which  failed  to  report  in  1881.  Therefore,  the  reports 
from  Isolated  Conferences  are  41  in  number  against  39  in 
1881.  The  Conferences  of  St.  Peter ,  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
New  York ;  Si.  Francis  Xavier ,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ;  and  St. 
John  the  Evangelist ,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  have  been  omitted  in  the 
list.  The  Conference  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes ,  of  Fall  Fiver, 
Massachusetts,  has  been  aggregated  under  the  name  of  The  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception. 

As  we  have  heretofore  remarked,  Isolated  Conferences  stand 
in  an  exceptional  position,  and  there  is  no  basis  for  any  com¬ 
parison,  among  themselves,  or  with  the  Conferences  which  are 
united  by  Particular  Councils.  The  omission  by  us  to  men¬ 
tion  any  one  does  not  imply  that  it  is  not  a  useful  branch 
of  the  Society.  Some  of  them  contend  with  obstacles  ;  others 
can  find  but  little  work  ;  most  of  them  do  not  enjoy  any  asso¬ 
ciation  with  other  Conferences,  and  it  is  creditable  to  all  that 
they  continue  to  labor  in  their  respective  spheres. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  of  St  Mary ,  Star  of  the 
Sea  (No.  4.)  of  Beverly,  Mass.,  writes: 

“  We  find  our  efforts  crowned  witli  siiccess,  inasmuch  as  the  families  we  as¬ 
sist  seem  to  be  grateful  and  we  find  them  at  Church  more  regularly,  and  their 
•children  attend  Sunday  School  better.” 

Through  the  influence  of  St  Jerome  s  Conference  (No.  6)  of 
Holyoke,  Mass.,  aid  w*as  received  from  the  city,  and  from  a 
Charity  known  as  the  “  Whitney  Street  Fund,”  to  an  amount 
nearly  equal  to  that  expended  by  the  Conference,  The  Con¬ 
ference  also  collected  cloth  and  clothing  to  aid  the  poor,  and 
its  store  room  received  contributions  of  flour,  coffee  and  other 
articles  from  merchants  upon  whom  a  committee  of  the  Con¬ 
ference  called. 

The  President  of  St.  Patrick's  Conference  (No.  7)  of  Chickopee 
Falls,  Mass.,  writes: 

“  There  was  little  actual  want  here.  *  *  *  The  presence  of  eight 

Sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  who  conduct  our  Parochial  Schools,  and  who  visit  the  sick 
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and  have  charge  of  various  pious  Confraternities,  not  only  makes  our  work  light,, 
but  gives  a  great  impetus  to  religion.” 

St.  Johns  Conference  (No.  8)  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  received 
aid  from  tlie  City  for  the  poor  in  the  form  of  groceries  and 
fuel. 

In  the  City  of  Fall  Itiver,  Mass.,  there  are  nominally  five 
Conferences,  but  two  of  them  have  failed  to  report,  and  our 
efforts  to  obtain  concert  of  action  among  them  all  have  not  been 
successful.  St.  Mary's  Conference  (No.  10)  and  the  Conference 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  (No.  14)  are  in  a  good  condition, 
the  former  showing  large  weekly  offerings  by  its  members. 
The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  (No.  11)  has  but  three 
members,  and  asked  us  whether  it  should  continue  its  efforts. 
Its  report  is  very  satisfactory,  as  will  be  seen,  and  we  have 
urged  it  to  persevere. 

St.  Joseph's  Conference  (No.  20)  of  Yonkers,  New  Y"ork,  has  been 
active  in  establishing,  for  the  young  men,  a  reading  room  and 
gymnasium  as  a  place  where  they  can  find  good,  moral  enter¬ 
tainment,  and  which  will,  in  a  degree,  keep  them  from  erring 
and  bring  them  more  in  connection  with  the  Church. 

The  President  of  St.  Augustine’s  Conference  (No.  21)  of  Lans- 
ingburgh,  writes : 

“The  Special  Work  is  the  support  we  give  to  our  Free  School  (St.  Augustine’s 
Free  Institute).  We  have  our  village  divided  into  districts,  and,  on  the  fourth 
Sunday  of  each  month,  we  go  through  them  and  collect  from  those  who  contribute, 
fifty  cents  for  each  person.  Some,  of  course,  give  more.  There  is  a  daily  attendance 
of  200  children  under  the  charge  of  the  Sisters,  and.  through  the  zeal  of  our 
Pastor,  Rev.  M.  J.  Collins,  O.  S.  A.,  and  the  endeavors  of  the  Conference,  the 
schools  are  flourishing.  We  have  followed  this  method  since  their  organization 
in  1869.” 

Tlie  President  of  St.  Mary's  Conference  (No.  23)  of  Amster¬ 
dam,  New  York,  writes  : 

“A  poor  widow,  with  five  children,  from  five  to  fourteen  years  old,  was  found 
entirely  destitute.  None  of  the  children  had  ever  been  to  Church.  The  Con¬ 
ference  procured  a  house  for  them  and  provided  clothing,  and,  through  the  efforts 
of  some  of  the  members,  the  neighbors  furnished  furniture  and  a  quantity  of 
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children’s  clothing.  The  family  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Conference 
through  the  confessional  and  Father  Mclncrow’s  charity.  Now,  the  oldest  child, 
a  daughter,  is  working  in  a  factory  on  wages,  the  oldest  boy  is  attending  school, 
the  next  girl  takes  care  of  her  mother,  who  has  consumption,  and  the  youngest 
are  at  home.” 


The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  (No.  29)  of  Pottsville, 
Pennsylvania,  lias  but  nine  members,  but  their  contributions 
amounted  to  the  $108.89. 

St.  Patrick's  Conference  (No.  32)  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  is  in 
excellent  condition.  The  President  has  sent  a  letter  which  we 
think  so  interesting  that  we  copy  it  almost  at  length  : 

“I  find,  from  long  experience,  that  a  strict  adherence  to  the  rule  we  have 
adopted  requiring  all  applicants  for  relief,  when  practicable,  to  send  their  children 
to  the  Parochial  Schools  and  to  Church  and  catechism  on  Sundays  and  Holy  Hays, 
has  resulted  in  much  good.  The  following  is  but  one  of  the  many  instances 
which  I  could  relate  as  having  taken  place  within  the  experience  of  this  Confer¬ 
ence.  About  six  years  ago,  a  family  of  eight  children,  the  oldest  but  ten  years 
of  age,  all  the  fruits  of  a  mixed  marriage,  and  their  parents  came  to  this  city. 
The  father,  who  is  a  Protestant,  is  a  mechanic,  and,  shortly  after  his  arrival  here 
was  injured  and  became  an  invalid  for  life,  thus  throwing  the  burden  of  support 
on  the  mother,  who  was  an  indifferent  Catholic.  Here  was  an  opportunity  for 
our  Conference  to  display  judgment  in  the  exercise  of  charity,  both  temporal 
and  spiritual.  Organizations  hastened  to  claim  them  by  promises  of  support  and 
education,  but  from  this  we  felt  bound  to  save  them  if  possible.  Our  Confer¬ 
ence  went  quietly  to  work,  communicated  with  the  mother,  furnished  immediate 
relief,  continued  to  do  the  same  from  time  to  time,  used  its  influence  to  obtain 
relief  for  them  from  the  Poor-Master  and  charitable  persons,  and  prevailed  on 
the  mother  to  send  the  children  to  church,  catechism  and  the  Parochial  Schools. 
Now,  as  a  reward  for  six  years  of  untiring  efforts,  I  have  the  consolation  to  be 
able  to  communicate  to  you  that  we  have  succeeded  in  saving  them  to  the  Church, 
that  they  are  no  longer  dependent  on  charity,  that  the  three  oldest  of  the  children 
are  employed,  and  by  their  earnings  keep  the  rest  of  the  family.  All  in  a  few 
years  will  be  grown  up,  and,  perhaps,  may  be  a  blessing  to  their  parents  and  to 
the  Church,  and  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  our  humble  Conference.  In  the 
recital  of  tliiR  case  I  may  have  trespassed  too  much  upon  your  time,  but  trust  it 
may  stimulate  other  Conferences  to  like  practices.” 

St.  Marys  Conference  (No.  34)  of  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
marked  by  tlie  large  weekly  offerings  of  its  members.  The 
President  writes  concerning  a  deceased  member  as  follows 
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“Isaac  B.  Lovejoy  was  a  native  of  Maine.  In  early  life,  anxious  for  bis  salva¬ 
tion,  he  acted  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  joined  the  Baptists, 
having  the  ice  broken,  in  a  New  England  winter,  in  order  to  be  baptized.  Re¬ 
moving  to  Massachusetts  lie  was  employed  by  a  gentleman  on  a  farm,  and  had 
for  a  companion  a  young  Irish  Catholic.  One  Sunday  his  minister  asserted  that 
Catholics  paid  the  Priests  to  forgive  their  sins  ;  he  went  home  and  taunted  his 
companion  with  the  statement,  but,  to  his  surprise,  was  met  with  a  flat  denial 
of  the  charge.  This  staggered  him  ;  so  he  went  to  his  minister  and  asked  proof 
of  his  statement.  Not  receiving  it,  he,  with  much  difficulty,  procured  a  copy  of 
the  Catechism  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  the  study  of  which  converted  him  to  our 
holy  faith,  which  he  lost  no  time  in  embracing.  He  came  to  Alexandria  many 
years  ago,  and,  until  his  death,  was  active  in  good  works  among  us.  Joining 
our  Society  on  its  introduction  here,  he  was  our  most  active  and  faithful  mem¬ 
ber.  Not  content  with  a  single  visit  to  his  poor,  he  made  four  or  five  visits  a 
week,  and  it  is  to  his  words  and  example  that  we  owe,  mainly,  the  conversion  of 
the  poor  man  mentioned  in  this  report,  who  was  his  last  charge.  He  suffered 
the  pains  of  a  long  illness  with  pious  resignation,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
hope  that  his  death  was  ‘  precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  ’  ” 

St.  Peters  Conference  (No.  35)  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  is  con¬ 
spicuous  for  the  large  offerings  of  its  members  and  is  very  well 
conducted. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  Presidency  of  St.  Patrick's 
Conference  (No.  36)  of  the  same  city,  and  the  new  incumbent  is 
very  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

St.  Joseph's  Conference  (No.  37)  of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia, 
in  addition  to  attending  to  its  own  work,  was  the  means  of 
obtaining  assistance  from  the  County  for  poor  people,  who, 
otherwise,  would  not  have  received  it. 

St.  Mary's  Conference  (No.  43)  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  has 
but  five  members  and  should  be  strengthened.  The  members 
sav  that : 

“We  *  *  *  bear  witness  to  the  spiritual  benefits  individually 

derived  from  said  membership,  inasmuch  as,  since  our  joining  the  Society,  we 
have  (in  a  body)  regularly  made  our  quarterly  communion.” 

They  should  induce  others  to  enjoy  the  same  benefits. 

St.  Mary's  Conference  (No.  45)  of  Natchez,  Miss.,  is  marked 
by  the  liberal  contributions  of  its  members. 
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Tlie  President  of  The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  (No.  46) 
of  North  Temiscal,  California,  writes  : 


“  An  active  member,  learning  that  three  young  men,  aged  16,  19  and  20  years  of 
age,  had  not  made  their  first  communion,  went  to  see  them  several  times,  spoke 
to  them  kindly,  prudently  and  with  zeal,  and  he  succeeded  in  his  purpose,  and, 
after  being  sufficiently  prepared  by  our  Pastor,  they  had  the  happiness  of  re¬ 
ceiving  Our  Blessed  Lord  on  last  Christmas  day.  They  were  all  born  of  Catholic, 
but  careless  parents.  One  of  them  has  since  become  a  member  of  our  Confer¬ 
ence.” 

The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  (No.  47)  of  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  again  reports.  As  will  be  noticed,  its  members 
are  liberal  in  their  weekly  offerings.  There  are  but  few  poor 
people  in  Portland;  still  our  members  find  employment. 

The  Conferences  of  St.  Patrick,  of  Portland,  Maine,  and  St.. 
Patrick,  Portland,  Oregon,  stand  at  the  extreme  limits  of  the 
Society  as  now  organized  in  the  United  States.  They  are 
separated  by  53  degrees  of  longitude. 

A  large  attendance  of  members  at  the  weekly  meetings  of  a 
Conference  is  a  mark  of  their  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  their  duties  and  of  the  benefits  attached  to  membership. 
The  following  Conferences  show  an  average  attendance  of  over 
two-tliirds  :  St.  Patrick's  (No.  1)  and  St.  Dominic  s  (No.  2)  of 
Portland,  Maine  ;  Conference  of  St.  Mary,  Star  of  the  Sea  (No.  4) 
of  Beverly,  Mass.  ;  St.  Ann's  (No.  9)  of  Worcester,  Mass;  St. 
Marys  (No.  10)  and  Sacred  Heart  (No.  11)  of  Fall  Biver,  Mass.  ; 
St.  Mary's  (No.  22)  of  Waterford,  New  York ;  St.  Mary's  (No. 
23)  of  Amsterdam,  New  York  ;  St.  John  the  Baptist's  (No.  29)  of 
Pottsville,  Penna.  ;  St.  Peter's  (No.  33)  of  Wilmington,  Del¬ 
aware  ;  St.  Joseph's  (No.  37)  and  The  Conference  of  the  Immacu¬ 
late  Conception  (No.  38)  of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia ;  St. 
Patrick's  (No.  39)  and  The  Conference  of  the  Annunciation  (No.  40) 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio  ;  St.  Columba's  (No.  42)  of  Youngstown^ 
Ohio ;  St.  Mary's  (No.  43)  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  St.  Mary's 
(No.  45)  of  Natchez,  Miss.,  and  the  Conference  of  The  Sacred 
Heart  (No.  46)  of  North  Temiscal,  California. 
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It  is  proper  for  us  to  state  that,  in  giving  extracts  from 
letters  and  reports,  we  have  often  departed  from  the  language 
of  those  communications.  We  have  sought  abbreviation  as 
much  as  possible,  and  have  frequently  omitted  details  which, 
though  interesting  to  us,  need  not  be  repeated  in  this  report. 

We  think  it  will  be  well  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  Conferences,  both  Isolated  and  united  by  Councils, 
are  careless  in  the  matter  of  making  frequent  visits  to  the  poor. 
Fortunately,  the  number  is  not  large,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  any  should  be  remiss  in  this  duty.  One  Conference  re¬ 
ports  that  the  .poor  are  not  visited  as  frequently  as  they 
should  be,  another  that  they  are  visited  occasionally,  a  third, 
when  needed  at  the  discretion  of  the  visiting  committee,  and  a 
fourth  that  a  poor  famity  is  visited  once,  and  that,  afterwards, 
some  member  of  the  family  comes  to  the  Conference  room  for 
the  relief.  We  have  not  failed  to  state  that  any  such  practice 
is  inconsistent  with  the  main  purpose  of  the  Society,  which  is, 
not  the  giving  of  relief  merely,  but  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the 
members  and  their  beneficiaries,  and  that  this  purpose  cannot 
be  accomplished  unless  members  are  brought  into  sympathy 
with  their  poor  by  visiting  every  family  on  the  relief  roll  at 
least  weeklv,  as  stated  in  the  notes  to  Rules  6  and  20. 

Other  Conferences  fail  to  keep  a  record  of  the  visits  made, 
and,  consequently,  do  themselves  injustice  in  their  reports. 

We  hope  that  this  statement  of  these  defects  will  result  in 
improvement  in  both  respects. 

We  endeavor  to  maintain,  so  far  as  possible,  intimate  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  Councils  of  Brooklyn.  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans, 
which  are  united  to  us  through  the  Council  General  of  Paris. 

We  have  the  honor  to  be,  sir  and  dear  Brother,  your  humble 
servants  in  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.
